The step just taken by the Ministry of 
Justice in abolishing public exeoutions in 
Egypt will be heartily weloomed. But it ic 
a strange symptom of official obstinacy in 
clinging to the established order of things 
that the Egyptian Government has hesitated 
until now to follow the procedure adopted in 
England for the exeoution cf criminals oon- 
demned to the utmost penalty of the law, de- 
spite the fact that the best elements of publio 
opinion inthis country have for some time 
past been unanimous in condemning public 
excoutions as degrading and demoralizing 
speotaoles. For a considerable time the Press 
has been practically unanimous ia favour of the 
suppression of publio hangings, especially 
since the deplorable scanes which took place 


at some executions over a year ago, The | 


strongest argament against executions with- 
in the prison precincts is want of pub-. 


oonvinoed those who had still an open mind 
that publio executions are vbooxious remnanta 
f barbariem alike in prinoiple and practice, 
whatever may be the degree of civilization at 
| whioh a nation may have arrived. However,

‘The market has ruled very strong during tho 
past week, although business in general has been 
confined to transactions for near at hand deliveries. 
Twilled goods for the Colonies have been in very 
strong, demand and very full rates indeed have had 
to be paid to fill early requirements. The U, K., 
Burmah and Far East have all been out of the 
market, but with the seasons for the latter two 
places approaching, it begins io be a question of 
whether mills or buyers must first give way. Every- 
thing points to a large demand for plain goods for 
the Burmah, Straits and Far East seasons (Dec.- 
March) and mills, who sre as well aware of this as 
shippers, are hardly likely, in view of same, to 
reduce their asking prices; unless of course the 
price of Jute declines so materially in value as to 
admit of very much lower rates being workable at a 
profit to the manufacturers. 

Hessians.— As hinted in our Iasi report the trans- 
action, of 24 lacs 40" 7} oz. Hessian Cloth at 
Rs. 7/4 f.a.s. Jan.-March, has proved on enquiry to 
be ficticious, and it has been proved that the report 
was cironlated by a mill with the object of endeav- 
ouring to create a firmness in the market. This 
report as is usual in such cases hag had just the 
contrary effect on the market to what was aimed 
at, as it shows clearly that mulls are keener about 
getting orders for forward delivery on their booke 
than would ordinarily appear to be the case. Sellers 
have since come out at Rs, 9,6 and Rs. 7/6 for the 
heavy and light weights respectively Jany/June, but 
buyers do not seem to interest themselves at all. We 
are inclined to think however, that at Re.0/dand Ra. 
7/4 a fair arnount of business would be done, more 
with a view to establishing a lower range of prices 
than to fill present or to aspect anticipated require- 
ments, but with the steady‘ decline in the price of 
Jute which we have experienced daring the last 
week or so, and the large margin of profit, current 
rates for Hessians leave to the manufacturera, 
based on the present price of the raw material, we 
anticipate a lower level of prices for Hessians for 
next year. We shall doubtless experience ‘some 
reaction during the dowoward course of prices, but 
barring the unforeseen ocx urring, it seems as if Rs. 
a. and Rea. 7 will be obtainable duridg the 
course of the next few months, 

There has nut been any special transaction of note 
to record during the weck, but nevertheless a fair 
amount of IL porter Hessians has been taken for 
South America for Oct., Nov. delivery at Rs. 10/- and 
Rs, 914 vds. fa.s. respectively, and at the moment 
there are buyers of further lots of 10} oz. for Ooto- 
ber and Rs. 10,1 bas, we hear, just been paid. 

The lighter texture has been dealt in to a small 
extent fur November at Ks. 7.9. yds. f.a.s. for 40° 
S oz. but the buying at the moment esoms to be of 
a strictly hand to mouth nature. The unprecedented 
large quaittity of 11 porter Hessians being taken for 
South America has done more to keep the HeSsian 
market tirm for this year’s delivery than any other 
factor in the trade, and it is difficult to form any 
opinion as to when this buying will cease. For the 
moment it seems to go On as merrily as ever. 

Heurvy Goods.—The continued strong demand for 
Cornsacks for the Colonies has again tended to firm 
the market for all descriptions of twilled goods for 
this year, and we do not anticipate any dbcline in 
twilled fabrics for the next 2 to 8 months. Plain goods 
scem somewhat neglected, but, as indicated by us at 
the beginning of this report, a strong demand may 
come on shortly, and unless the price of jute declines 
very rapidly during the next month, we do not 
think we shall see any material fall in the prices of 
heavy goods for this year's delivery. We, however, 
are inclined to anticipate a lower range of prices for 
all descriptions of bagging for delivery January on. 
wards, unless of course the demand be fully up to, 
and more than.the ordinary supply. 

One feature of the trade that must not be lost 
sight of is the fact that while very large additions to 
the manntfacturing capacity of the Calcutta mills have 
been made during the past 2 years, certainly 90). of 
this addition are producing Hessians, thus not ma. 
terially increasing the supply of plasm and heavy 
goods. It follows natarally, therefore, that with the 
natnral increase in the demand due to bountiful 
harvests and crops in the various markets of the 
world which call upon India for Gunny bags and 
similarly good crops in India itself (of all of which 
we have indications at presen) the demand for 
bagging must be so large as to tax the suills to their 
fullest resources, and under the circumstances, it 
becomes a difficult matter to form an opinion as to 
whether we shall eco lower rates for sacking generally.

Recent Observation.

BRITISH DIPLOMACY IN PERSIA. 


One of the greatest questions of the future 
is that of the Persian Gulf, fr so surely 
as the years pass, so certainly are the com- 
energies of Russia and (+ srmany 
international’ subject of the 
highest importance. The Outlook, in this con- 
nection, refers to the “amazing” tale of 
British diplomacy told inthe Asiatic (Juar. 
terly, by Mr. H. F. B. Lynch, the managing 
owner «f one of the great steamship lines 
which conduot the trade in the Gulf, and 
observes : “It will be fresh in the memory 
of resders that Lord Lansdowne, in the 
debates relating to the Bagdad Kuilway, utter- 
ed a very valiant warning to all concerned 
that the intrusion of any foreign nation 
upon our commeroial rights in the Gulf of 
Persia would be resiated at all costs, Oo 
that comforting assertion the country resumed 
the feeling of secarity which had been rudely 
shaken by the German railway projeot. It 
now appears that Lord Lanedowne has oon- 
sented to the ex:cution of a treaty between 
Russia and Persia whereby Russia obtains 
the power to levy a tariff on goods exported 
and imported through the Galf ports which 
discriminates heavily against British trade. 
If the facts reatly are as Mr. Lynch asserts, 
the ineptitude of the British Government is 
incomprehensible, What use the ports can 
.ba to our country if the trade is taken 
awsy by hostile tariff: passes wit to conceive | 
seene The yalue of the Manchester trade sffeot- 
ed amounta to about £2,000,0UU yearly. In- 
dian tea will have to pay an inorease of 
95 per oent.in duty, snd wheat and barley 
exported to Great Britain have been saddled | 
with triple and quadruple duties compared 
with those which prevailed. What can be the 
explanation of so amszing a surrender of 
British rights, held by every title that 
gives strength to possession ’ The finances 
of Persia, it is well known, are at a low 
ebb, the Shah’s government ie effete, the 
administration of justice and commercial laws 
everywhere rotten to the oore. On these 
conditions Russia has long played in a sense 
favourable to herself, gradually drawing the 
Persia of the north into the iron cage of 
the political money-lender. But how, know- 
ing all this, as itis koown tg” all observers, 
and warned of the scheme which was being 
hatched, the Government of, Great Britain 
shonld make such abject surrender of hdr

TRADE OF SALONICA, 


The report for the year 1/02 on the trade 
of Sslonica was issued last wesk-in the 
Diplomatic and Consular Series /of publica. 
tions. The harvest of 1902 was an inferior one, 
the corn crop being especially poor. This fact 
is partly to be accounted for by drought, 
whioh dried up an otherwise promising orop 
before harvest time, and partly by the great 
want of security in Macedonia, which sonsi- 
derably hampered agrioulture. As cereals 
form the staple product cf this province, the 
general economic situstion, alreadypreoarious, 
has been atill more compromised, and the out- 
look for the coming year is exoeedingly blaok, 
famine being prophesied in many distriots 
hitherto noted for their grain supply. The 
disappointing harvests of the last few years 
have caused many growers of cereals to turn to 
the oulture of opium and tobacco, which bring 
in larger profite. The wheat crop was poorer 
than that of 1901, and considerable quantities 
were imported from abroad for looal needs. 
Oats, barley, and maize fetched fair prices, 
a considerable stock of the excellent maize 
orop of 1901 havirg been withheld at Salonica. 
Export prices at Salonica per 100 kilos 
(220ib.) were: 
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The opium ‘orop was superior to that of 
1901. Prices yaried between 14s, 64d. and £1 
Prices have since risen, 
however, as high as £1 44. per kilo, the pros- 
pects of this year’s (1903) orop having been 
so much damaged by frost at seed time that it 
is estimated at only one-third of that of 1902 
Poppy-seed waa ari txcellent crop. The aver- 
age price was £1 5s, per 1UU” kilos (22vib.). 
Hemp and cotton seed and linseed were very 
poor crops, and only a small quantity was 
exported. The cop of cotton was inferior, 
and imports were necessary to meet local 
peeds. A small quantity was exported to 
Servia from the Kossoyo vilayet. The supply 
of cocoons disappointed expectations owing 
to bad weather at the hatching season, end 
‘was consequently slightly inferior to that of 
1901. Muiberry oultivation has inoressed and 
has extended to new distriof®; notsebly to 
those of R»ziog and Djumaia Bala. Though 
the export of 1902 was nearly double that of 
the preocding year thi: inorease was due to 
the lerge stocks at Salonica withheld from the 
1901 orop. Two-thirds of the supply were 
exported to Italy. Prices varied from 7s. 64. 
to 8s. 74d, per 2.1-5lb, The eupply of wool 
was good in qua'iry but less in quantity than 
that of 19U1, Tbe average price was £3 12s. 
per 22U.b. The 1901 orop of tobsooc, which 
was oleared off last your, sold at high prices,

A correspondent at Holl, having asked Mr. 
Winston Churchill, M P., how it was, if Free 
Trade were doing nv. harm in Lanoashire, 60 
many mille were closed and empty, the hon, 
gentleman has replied as follows : 

105, Mountcstreet, W., Oot. 27, 1903. 

Dear Sir, —The sharp but ‘transient depres- 
sion which has passed over the cotton trade in 
Lancashire is not in any way connected with 
the fiscal policy, and is due to causes beyond 
the reach of tariff reformers. The shortsge of 
the ootton crop, the inferior quality of part of 
it, and the advantage taken’ of these cizoum- 
stances by unscrupulous speculators, have 
inflicted considerable hardships. 

It is, however, some consolation to think 
that during a time when many operatives 
have been out of work and forced to live upon 
their savings, they have been able to procare 
the necessaries of life at the very cheapest 
price at which the oompetition of the whole 
world can supply them. 

The arrival of the new cotton crop has now 
almost terminated an anxious and trying 
period, bat there is no doubt that we must 
look steadily about the world to stimulate the 
growth of cotton’ suitable to the Lanoashire 
trade, for it is by a greater abundance of that 
raw material that these oooasional shortages, 
which cause go much \privation and loss, can 
aloue be prevented, I have never heard any- 
body in Lancashire conneot the recent d-pres. 
sion with Free Trade, They are much too sen- 
sible for that.— Yours very truly,

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atatus quo in the Balkans should not be 
changed, Signor Visoonti-Venosta ob‘ained a 
promise from Count Goluohowski that the 
interests of Italy in Albania should not be 
menaced, and later on Signor Prinetti obtain- 
ed similar. assurances from Austria. But 
Admiral Morin, who was till a day or two ago 
‘the Italian Foreign Minister, has, it appears, 
informed Austria thet the fature of Albania 
is a matter of ind iiterence to Italy as long as 
she eventually acquires Tripoli. The Austrian 
diplomatiste were, of course, only too glad 
to accept this assurance, and the consequence 
has been that in the recent arrangement come 
to at Vienna by the Tsar and the Emperor 
Francis Joseph, Italy’s interests have been 
completely ignored, and Albania has been 
treated as if it were part of Macedonia and 
had nothing whatever to do with Italy. This 
was the-seuse-of the stormy interview whioh 
King Victor Emmanuel had with Admiral 
Morin j ist before he left for Paris, and it was 
on that accoant, we are told, that the Tsar 
thought it more prudent not to go to Rome. 


ALBANIAN NATIONALISTS. 


Asasymptom of the oomplex difficulties 
surrounding the Macedonian question, an 
event which hag just taken place at Corfu has 
considereble interest. This consisted in 6 
kind of Albanian parliament, composed of 
representatives delegated from the distriots of 
Scutari, Janina, Kossovo, and Monastir, and 
representing both Moslems and Christians. 
The objeot-of the gathering was to organise 

a proppganda in Europe for upholding by 
every_/means available the sights of the Al- 
banian “nation” in the three villayets cf 
Kossovo, Monastir, and Salonios, against Bul- 
garians, Greeke, Serbs, and Roumanians, over 
each of which they olaim to oonstitute a 
majority. As each of the other seotions is 
doubtless ready to teke similar sotion, the 
incident brings out one of the objections to 
oustingMoslem power, which at least restrains 
the section from tribal war. 


DISTRESS IN RUSSIA. , 


The Russian newspspers publish most 
alarming acoounts of the distress prevailing 
among the rural popalation of several pro- 
vinoes of the empire, in consequence of the 
bad grain and forege harvest. The Gazetle 
Russe, pobii-hed at Nijui Novgored, reports 
the outbreak cf epidemics of soarlet and 
typhus fever in the province, and states that 
the peasants have been obliged to sell the 
greater part of their cattle on account of the 
scarcity of forege, and consequently lack milk 
for their children. - 

Many villages have euffered severely from 
fires, which thie year have been much more 
numerous than usual, and the scarcity of 
work and the decline of rural industries have 
so seriously effected many thousands of per- 
sons that a repetition of the terrible distress 
of 1891 ie feared. In many distriets of the 
province of Nijai Novgorod the yield of spring 
wheat has been almost nil, and the rye 
crop has been below the average, while the 
hay crop of the whole provinoe has fallen 
3,200,000 quintals short of the average, It is 
expeoted that quantities of oattle will have to 
be destroyed in consequence. 

The Courrier publishes similar reporte 
regarding the province of Kiazan, where the 
hay o; opis 2,000, 000 quintals below last yesr’s. 
In Siberis, where, ‘aooording to the Novoye 
Vremya, there is aleo a very b.d harvest, the 
state of offairs is aggravated by the fact that 
the new wheat is off-oted by ergot, which has 
already re:ulted in the poisoning of some 
persons. 
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PIUS X'S GOODWILL TOWARDS 
ITALY. 


The well-cieposed tendenoy of Pope Pius X 
towards Italy is showing itself afresh. Thus, 
wishing to sid in thé reconstruction of the 
Augustan Ara Paci, now being exoavsted, he 
ordered that the Italian Government’ should 
be given all the fragments cf this important 
ancient monument which are in the possession 
of the Vatican. Moreover, he has ~ abolished) 
the prohibition to wear Italian orders in the 
Vatican at the reception of pilgrims. Not 
only that, but he will, at the next Consistory, 
oreste a Oardinal the Bishop of Viterbo, who, 
in 1900, was puoiched by Cardinal Rimpolla 
for delivering tov patriotic a specch on the 
ocossion of King Humbert’s death. Lt seems 
that the Pope intends to plaos a moral obliga. 
tion on the State to offer him some signs of 
peace by creating a strong political organisa- 
tion of all Italian Oatholics. Therefore, the 
whole of Italy is looking with keen interest 
to the various Uatholic congresses which take 
pleov this month. 


ITALIAN PROSPERITY. 


A Rome correspondent writes :—Now that 
a change in the Government is at hand the 
Opposition Press is bury tryiig to prove 
that ltely is on the verge of a financial 
crisis, which, as it is eutirely untrue, is 
scarcely the highest patrioti-m. Deputy Mag- 
giorino Ferraris, an ex-Minister, destroys 
thia tale in an able artic!e in the Nuova 
Antalogia, p oving that matters are quite 
the contrary -to what is olieged. Italy’s 
financial prospects are, in fso', most rosy, 
and are improving. eyery day. 

Signor Ferraris begins by quoting statie- 
tics to show that the year 1902-3 which 
olosed in June, was \the most proeperous 
in the history of United Italy, sa there 
was a balance of 80000,000 lire. The ex- 
Minister o mes to the oonclusion that the 
imports shuw au average increase — without 
the tsx on grain—cf tbout 20,000,000 lire, 
notwithstarding the lightening of the tax 
on sugar and o five. 

It is, in faot, ovntented that no Euaropean 
State, in Iste yeare, has msde such rapid 
financial prog ess ax I aly. Signor Ferraris 
gays i— 

“The elemeuts cf political cooomy of a 
nation are complex. ‘They embrace the budget, 
the taxes, the conditions of industrial and 
agricultural progress, and the social state 
of the people. The school of ltalian finan- 
ciers which goes in for a large badget and 
a poor nation is radically mistaken, A great 
surplus, is of little use if a working and 
practiowt government does not use it for the 
progress of the country and to give the peo- 
ple work, higher wages, and cheaper food.” 

This the retiring Government has done, 
and one can only joinin the ex-Minister’s 
hope for a future of lighter taxes, and a 
head with courage to farther consolidate the 
finances and the national oredit. 


£350,000,000 DROP IN TRUST SHARES. 


The fluarcial eituation in New York is 
causing alarm. It is estimated that the 
ebrinkage to relovs of the principal industrial 
secu.ities fom the boom p:ices of a short 
time ago smonnts to no less than £350,000,000, 
and:f this huge sm uat the fall in Steel 
Trust seourilies probab.y acoounts for one- 
fifth. Trust finance is now thoroughly dis- 
credited in Ameiicy (says the Express 
correspondent), Happily for th>mzelves, 
the publio disappointed the fioanciers who 
oreated paper securities on an enormous ecale 
by refusing to buy the shares in the over- 
capitalised t:wsts, and these were accordingly 
left in she hands of the professional ocapital- 
iets. Mr. Jomes Smith, receiver of the bauk- 
rupt Shipbuilding Trust, will file his report 
on the reasons that led op to the failure of 
the corporation. Forecasts of the report in- 
dioate that it will attaok the questionable 
oonduot ef the organisers cf the trust, and 
will condemn the policy of appointing dammy 
directors, and also the overvaluation of the 
constituent o.mpanies of the organisation. 
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RUSSIA AND ITALY, 


The reason given for the postponement of
